He stated that he has had numerous contacts with 
representatives of foreign countries, which has already been 
discussed as noted above’. 

He stated that he is not aware of any details of his 
personal life that could be used to coerce him or which could 
reflect unfavorably upoh or embarrass the office of the President 
of the United States. 

He stated he is not aware of. any professional 
complaints or non-judicial disciplinary action which might have 
been lodged' against him. He stated that he was never involved in 
student or military disciplinary proceedings, and has never been, 

- to the best of his knowledge, the subject of an equal opportunity 
employment complaint. 
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Mr. TOWER noted that his current business associations, 
as listed on the SF-86, would be a conflict of interest if he 
were to be named or employed as the Secretary of Defense or in 
ihe„Def ensei.Depar-tment“Of~theUni*ted—States'"of~'Amer‘ic‘srr^He 
stated that he intends to resign from all of these business 
establishments/ effective November 30, 1988, when and if he is 
appointed to or employed by the United States Government again. 

He stated that he is not aware of any past associations 
which involved or could have involved conflict of interest 
allegations. 

He stated that on two occasions, in about December 
1985, he and his then w ife consulted a marriage counselor. This be 
was an individuai named ] | i n Dallas, Texas. b7 

Other than that, he has never seen professionally nor 
counseled with any psychiatrist or psychologist, or any other 
qualified counselor. 

He stated he currently uses eye-drops for a glaucoma 
conditi on he has. These ey e-drops are prescribed by his eye 
doctor,] ] 


Other than that, he does not use any prescription drugs 
or other drugs at this time. He has never been involved, in any 
abuse of prescription drugs or alcohol.. He has never used any 
illegal drugs. He has never been a participant, in any drug/ 
alcohol counseling or rehabilitation program. 

Other than the purchase of prescription drugs as 
prescribed by a doctor during his life, he has never purchased 
not sold drugs. 

Mr. TOWER noted he had previously listed his membership 
in organizations whose policies restrict membership on the basis 
of sex as noted on the SF-86. He stated he does not belong nor 
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can he ever recall belonging to an o^rganization which restricted 
membership on the basis of race, color, religion, national 
origin, handicap, or. age. . 


He further advised he is not aware of any instance in 
which me may have been accused of having shown bias or prejudice 
with regards to sex, race, color, religion, national origin, 
handicap or age. 

He stated that he is not aware of any current or past 
circumstance which could have a bearing on his suitability for 
federal employment or access to classified information. 

Mr. TOWER noted that while he was in the Senate, he 
voted against the Civil Rights Act of 1964. He stated, however, 
he did this for purely constitutional reasons, and his vote was 
not based on any bias or prejudice based on race. 

It was discussed with Mr. TOWER that various newspaper 
articles had appeared recently which might be construed as 
containing allegations regarding sexual indiscretions, alcohol 
abuse, and conflict of interest regarding himself in the past. 

-Mr. TOWER advised that he is well aware of these 
newspaper articles. He stated that there are no. actual 
allegations that he is aware of regarding any of the above. He 
stated that the newspaper accounts, which might give one to 
believe there were alleged sfexual indiscretions were based upon a 
list of interrogatories submitted, by his ex-wife, LILLA, CUMMINGS 
TOWER, during the long and somewhat disputed divorce proceedings 
in which he and she engaged. 

Mr. TOWER thereafter furnished a two page memorandum 
which had. been prepared by his s.taff and which had' previously 
been given to the White House regarding his version of this 
matter. This two page memorandum is herein incorporated and made 
a part of this FD-302: 
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After longstanding marital differences Senator Tower moved 
from the Washington home which he had shared with his wife, Lilia 
Cummings Tower, on 11 November 1985. Shortly thereafter, his 
Dallas attorney prepared a no-fault divorce , petition to be filed 
in Texas, which was the marital domicile. The Texas proceeding 
would have provided a simple end to the marriage, without 
, provision of alimony (in line with Texas law). Nevertheless, in 
an effort to avoid any unfavorable inference regarding Mrs. 

Tower's character, which a suit ag ain_st„her^might„convey-,— Senator*^ 
Tower^^refrained'^from filing his petition to give Mrs., Tower an 
opportunity to initiate the divorce. Mrs. Tower filed her own 
petition on 30 May 1986, in the District of Columbia. It, too, 
was a no-fault petition, but included a request for "spousal 
support. Mrs. Tower's petition contained no allegations of 
marital misconduct. 

After several months of negotiations with Mrs. Tower's 
attorney, a tentative property settlement was reached. 
Unfortunately, this agreement fell apart in the wake of Senator 
Tower's involvement on the President's Special Reyiew Board. 

Mrs. Tower apparently believed that Senator Tower's renewed 
prominence enhanced his ability to pay' alimony., Accordingly, she 
increased dramatically her demand for spousal support. At this 
time, Mrs. Tower's attorney predicted that the suit could "get 
very ugly" if settlement could not be reached on Mrs. Tower's 
terms. Senator Tower refused to succumb to Mrs. Tower's 
increased demands. 

Shortly thereafter, on 22 April 1987, almost 11 months after 
Mrs. Tower's divorce petition was filed, her attorney filed a 
lengthy set of interrogatories. These interrogatories covered a 
range of matters relating to Senator Tower's financial dealings, 
including travel, clothing expenditures and monies spent on 
social pursuits. The interrogatories also asked whether Senator 
Tower had personal relationships with I I and bvc 

certain other unnamed individuals. The latter questions were 
irrelevant to any issue in the proceeding. 

Senator Tower's attorneys objected to the interrogatories as 
"overly burdensome and calculated to harass" their client, and 
Mrs. Tower's attorney made no effort to require that these 
questions be answered. Even, so, the interrogatories somehow came 
to the attention of the press and were reported by them as 
"allegations" .

He ultimately acceded to 
Mrs. Tower fs settlement demands in order to put the matter behind 
him. The divorce was granted in the District of Columbia on 10

Mr. TOWER noted that the only bank with which, he has 
ever been associated as a member of the board of directors or 
trustee was the brief period of time for which he was the 
Director of the, REPUBLIC BANK CORPORATION in Dallas, Texas, as 
was previously discussed by him during the FBI -investigation 
which was conducted in 1987. He noted his tenure as a director 
of that bank lasted for approximately two or three months. 
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Mr. TOWER advised he is not aware of any questionable, 
or illegal contributions which were made to any of his campaigns 
during— the-«time“he--was'-runnl*ng—for‘^pubi'ic-'offl‘ce'r*^He'"not'ed'='h"e “ 
did not accept any contributions from any foreign nationals. 

He noted he could not recall any specifics, but that 
his campaign had on occasion refunded checks given by individuals 
when that individual had given more than was allowed. 

He was asked with regard to information which had 
appeared in the news media regarding his having retained monies 
he .raised in a campaign for the U.S. Senate for which he did not 
choose to run. Mr. TOWER noted that the funds which were raised 
in tHat campaign were expended in various ways and that he has 
made an accounting to the Federal Election Commission and the IRS 
regarding these monies-. He thereafter furnished a four page 
memorandum which had been prepared by his. staff which detailed 
the way these funds were expended. 

He further advised that should a more detailed break- 
down of these fund expenditures be needed, his staff was going to 
prepare one in Washington, D.C. during the preceding week or so.

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Tower Senate Club 


The Tower Senate Club was formed to aid Senator Tower in his 1984 
election campaign. A historical survey, of the Club is presented 
below, featuring a detailed discussion of the Tower Senate Club's 
use of the $500,000 in funds remaining with the Club after 
Tower's retirement form the Senate. 


Use of Funds Following Sen. Tower's Withdrawal from the 1984 Race 

On August 23, 1983, Senator Tower announced that h e would_not>-be^ 
running~for''re-election“for“‘the Senate from Texas. At. the time of 
this announcement, his political campaign committee, the Tower 
Senate Club (TSC) , showed a balance of $ 1.58 million. Senator 
Tower immediately sent a letter to his contributors offering to 
refund their contributions. ( A total of $120,000.00 was refunded 
over the next two years.) 

At the beginning of 1984, TSC showed a balance of $1.17 million. 
Beyond those funds being returned to contributors, TSC began 
distributing funds to Republican Party organizations and 
candidates. The major recipient was Victory '84/Texas, which 
received $305,000 in direct and in-kind contributions. 
Contributions to other Republican candidates and organizations, 
and expenditures on direct mail, polling, and voter contact 
expenses totalled approximately $120,000. Approximately $280,000 
was spent on the Senator's Austin and Washington offices, staff 
travel, and the Senator's travel. 

At the end of 1984, FEC reports show that TSC had a balance of 
$465,858.91. 


Post-Januarv 3 , 1985 

Recent media attention has focused on the disposition of 
approximately $500,000 held by the fund upon Tower's retirement 
form the Senate. These accounts suggest that Tower used these 
funds for personal use, and that, although this was legal, it 
demonstrated an error in judgement. 

None of the funds were used for personal use. The FEC, the IRS, 
and the Senate Ethics Committee have all reviewed necessary 
documents in the normal performance of their duties, and have 
found them satisfactory. 

A January 25, 1985 letter form the Senate Ethics Committee, 
following Senator Tower's appointment as a START negotiator 
states that this appointment allows ” you to use contributions to 
defray any ordinary and necessary expenses you incur in 
connection with that office." The letter also sets two tests to 
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avoid violation of personal use rules; these tests became the 
standard for classification of expenses. 

Attached is a copy of the Tower Senate Club's financial 
activities from January 1, 1985 to the date of the dissolution of 
the club, June 30, 1987. 

A brief summary of this document makes it clear that media 
accounts of the disposition of Tower Senate Club funds is 
incorrect: 

o Forty percent (40%) of the funds, or $206,000, were 
distributed to Republican Party organizations and candidates. 


o Twenty percent (20%) , or $100,000, went to the establishment 
of a repository for Tower's Senate papers at the A. Frank 
Smith Library at Southwestern University in Georgetown, 

Texas. The papers, correspondence, etc. cover the 1961-85 
time period, during which time Tower served in the Senate 
under six Presidents. As with many other public officials who 
have made similar donations, it was Tower's intention that 
these papers serve as a resource to historians, political 
scientists, and other scholars who have an interest in this 
time period. Claims that this gift constitutes a personal use 
of TSC funds show a lack of awareness of the precedence for 
such donations and a misunderstanding of the nature of 
academic research. 

o Tower became a consultant to the State Department in 
January, 1985. Expenses for the Washington, DC office were 
split on a 75%-25% basis between close-down operations of 
Tower's Senate office and necessary operations related to the 
Tower's new duties as a consultant START negotiator. With 
Tower's confirmation as START negotiator, the Washington 
office was closed. 

o Thirty percent (30%) of the funds were used to operate the 
Tower Senate Club Office and to pay personnel. For the 30 
month period under discussion, these total es^enses amount to 
an average expenditure of $5000.00 per month. 

o Travels, meals, and lodging account for three percent (3%) 
of the funds. Each and every one of these expenditures was 
related to a public service, political event, or to the 
performance of his START duties. Back-up documentation exists 
for all e:i^enditures . ( Media misrepresentation of this type 
of expenditure has been common; for example the Atlanta 
Constitution notes thait Tower spent $1104.50 for a lunch at 
the Monocle Restaurant in Washington, DC. The "lunch" was 
actually a combined celebration of Texas Independence Day and 
Houston's victory at San Jacinto. The event has been an 
important political one and the 1986 guests included 
representatives from Texas and other state's Congressional 
offices. 
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o The carryover expenses from 1984 account covers expenses 
incurred for political activities conducted by Tower as head 
of the Texas Reagan-*Bush and Victory '84 campaign* 
organizations. 

o The "memorabilia” account has also drawn press attention. 
The memorabilia was in the form of U.S. Senate souvenirs (ash 
trays, etc.) and were given as gifts to individuals. (This 
account is listed separately, but also is a component of 
political contributions. That is, in certain cases, this type 
of memorabilia was given to Republican Party organizations 
for their use.)

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INTERVIEW OF EX-SPOUSE 

AT DALLAS, TEXAS 


On December 5, 1988, LOU B . TOWER 
Highway #6, Dallas, Texas, advised SA | 
follows : , 

She was married to the appointee, JOHN G. TOWER, on 
March 21, 1952 in Wichita Falls, Texas. They were divorced on 
December 27, 1976 in the same location. She noted that she had 
filed for the divorce, which was uncontested. 

She had met the appointee prior to his coming to 
Wichita Falls in 1951, feut became well acquainted with him when 
he was a professor at MID-WESTERN UNIVERSITY from_ about September 
1951 through June 1960. She noted that in June 1960, he resigned 
to run for the United States Senate. He ran in an election 
against LYNDON B. JOHNSON, who was running for both Senator from 
Texas and Vice-President of the United States. He lost the 
Senatorial Election to Mr. JOHNSON, however, due to the fact that 
Mr. JOHNSON was elected Vice-President, the state held a special 
election for the senate seat. The appointee won that election, 
and he was sworn in June 1961. He was re-elected on several 
occasions until he left the senate in the early 1980s. 

She stated that, she and the appointee maintained a 
cordial relationship. She noted that she considers the appointee 
to be a person of excellent moral character, associates, and 
loyalty. She stated that in her personal opinion, the appointee 
has a good reputation.

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INTERVIEW OF FORMER MARRIAGE COUNSELOR 


AT DALLAS, TEXAS 


On December 6. 1^ 88-. 

Dallas r Texas, advised as follows: 


After having been furnished with a Release of 
Information Form, he was able to make some limited, comments with 
regard to his dealings with JOHN G. TOWER, appointee. These 
comments do not extend to the appointee's ex-wife, inasmuch as 
the release did not extend to her. 

He stated that he knows the appointee strictly in a 
professional capacity and has seen the appointee oh some two to 
four occasions for counseling. He is unable to recall the exact 
dates, but this was several years ago. He counseled the appointee 
regarding specific problems in his marriage. 

He noted that al'l of his dealings with appointee were 
beyond reproach on the appointee's part. 

He stated that although he is not personally acquainted 
with the appointee, in his dealings with the appointee, he gave 
the impression that the appointee- was an honest, bright, and 
frank individual. He- has no reason to doubt the appointee's 
reputation or loyalty to the United States, and has no knowledge 
of the appointee's associates. 

He has ho knowledge of any drug use or alcohol abuse on 
the part of the appointee. He has no knowledge of the 
appointee's finances. He- noted that all financial matters 
between himself and the appointee were handled promptly; 


He stated that during the time he consulted with 
appointee, the appointee was obviously under quite a bit of 
stress, both from his job and from his problems with his marriage 
and home-life. The appointee was obviously able to face up to

The Sunday, November 13, 1988, edition of Wichita Falls Time Record 
News carried an article by Jim Stewart, Cok news writer, alleging that 
controversy clouds Tower's chances for Pentagon post. Mr. Stewart, 
following in the reporting steps of too many modern-day reporters, 
manufactures facts out of whole cloth in order to make a good story. 

Senator Tower moved from his home on November IT, 1985, and his 
attorney in Texas prepared a no-fault divorce proceeding to be filed in 
Texas. This would make for a simple divorce in view of the fact that 
there is no alimony under Texas statutes. Senator Tower, being a 
gentleman, asked his then- wife lilla to file a petition for divorce in the 
District of Columbia in order that there would be no reflection on her 
character. Her petition was a no- fault divorce proceeding and the only 
question was in regard to alimony. A year after the divorce petition 
was filed, her attorneys filed interrogatories. These interrogatories 
were never answered because they were never required to be answered 
by the opposing counsel. The reference to the maid who worked for the 
Towers in Geneva was absolutely irresponsible. She was a trusted 
employee with a child and a husband who worked as a security person 
for the United States mission. This type of reporting has damaged her 
good name by innuendo. 

It was obvious that these interrogatories were filed in the divorce 
proceeding in order to obtain the highest possible alimony payments and 
to make certain there was no community property claim against Mrs. 
Tower. This was a no-fault divorce and these interrogatories had 
nothing to do with granting the no- fault divorce. However, this 
represents the type of legal leverage used by some breed of divorce 
lawyers for the purpose of obtaining the highest alimony possible.

campaign funds. 

The Federal Election .Campaign Act allows an individual 
who has received campaign contributions to use .those con- 
tributions "to defray any ordinary and necessary expenses 
incurred in connection with his or her duties as a holder 
of Federal office" (2 U.S.C. section 439a). This same 
section also provides, in a clause added in 1980, that

Divorce was amicable, and appointee remarried second wife and had 
a most unpleasant marriage. He suspects many of the unfavorable 
rumors concerning the appointee that are circulating at the 
present emanate from the appointee's second wife from whom he has 
been divorced for a year or so, and he feels she will try her 
best to "torpedo" the appointee's nomination. He has known the 
appointee to drink heavily, but he came from an area where heavy 
drinking was in vogue, but he never saw the appointee drink to 
excess where his judgment was impaired. He recommended the 
appointee most favorably for any position for which he is being 
considered, and stated that he would have appointed the appointee 
Secretary of Defense if he had been elected President in 1980.

He knows the appointee's family extremely well, as the 
ap pointee, his fir st wife, and children were very good friends 
of I and his family.

associated and were good friends. The appointee was divorced 
from his first wife several years ago; however, | ~ 

does not know the issues litigated, but knows that It was a 
rather amicable separation. The appointee maintained very good 
relationships with his children, and brought them to various 

political events and public functions.. He never heard of any 
great animosity between the appointee and his first wife. 

The appointee then remarried his second wife, LILLA 
( phonetic ) , and they were married for two or three years , 

separated for quite some time, and then divorced a year or so 
ago. He does not know the is^sues litigated in this divorce or 

who obtained the divorce. His samnd w-i -F a did not like any of 

the appointee's friends, and ] [knew that many of the 

appointee's friends did not like His second wife. He never 
understood LILLA , and he knows that she made the appointee's life 
very miserable. I I thought the marriage was a mistake 

from, the beginning, and learned the appointee's second wife to be 
a vicious and vitriolic person. He suspects that many of the

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unfavorable rumors that the appointee is facing at the present 
emanated from her. He feels that she will try her best to 
"torpedo” the appointee’s nomination. 

He described the appointee as being one of the fathers 
of the Republican Party in the South in the Senate. He noted 
that when the appointee was elected to the Senate, only he and 
Senator C OOPER were the two Republicans from the. South in that 
Hoiis^e. The"appointee' — ^did-^-a— great-deai— .to^proj.ect*_the_ijTiage_of 
the Republican Party in the South, thereby causing a number of 
other Republican Senators from the south to be elected. He 
quickly became a major conservative figure in the Senate, even 
before former Senator BARRY GOLDWATER came on the scene. He 
quickly developed an international reputation on defense matters, 
and developed a following of foreign leaders in England, Germany, 
and Prance . 

He has been instrumental in choosing Republican 
Presidents all the way back to RICHARD NIXON, and he does hot 
know many people who have been through as much stress, including 
the Watergate era, the cold war era, and the evolution of the 
conservative political force in the United States as the 
appointee has. 

He does not know of any details concerning the 
appointee's life that could be used to coerce him, and while he 
is certain that the appointee is embarrassed by some of the 
rumors that are circulating concerning him at the present, he 
knows of nothing that would tend to embarrass the appointee 
beyond those rumors. He is of the opinion if there were any 
unfavorable aspects of the appointee ' s background , they would 
have been reported by this time. He is riot aware of any 
professional complaints of any type that have been lodged against 
the appointee, and feels that he would have known if they had 
existed as he was the Majority Leader or Minority Leader of the 
U.S. Senate during the period of time they worked together; and 
those matters would have been brought to his attention if such 
allegations had been made against the appointee. He is not aware 
of any business or investment circumstances that could have 
involved or has involved a conflict of interest allegation. He 
pointed put that prior to being elected to the Senate, the 
appointee was a college professor and neither the position of 
college professor or U.S. Senator creates a great deal of income 
for becoming involved in business or investment circumstances. 
After the appointee left the Senate he became a Consultant, but 
sirice has been in private life he knows of nothing that the 
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appointee has done or any position that he has been in that would 
place him in a conflict of interest with the U.S. Government. 

He does not know of any psychological, psychiatric, or 
any other type of counseling the appointee has undergone, nor has 
he ever heard of the appointee being denied employment, being 
invo lved in any type of criminal matter-, or having ever been 
l.'nvo'lved'~in-^a— civdi. — .suit . with the exception' of the above 
mentioned divorces . “■ — — — — 


He does not know of any personal business or credit 
issues which would reflect unfavorably on the appointee, 
including any repossessions , delinquent loans , debts placed for 
collection, or bankruptcy, and he felt that the appointee lives 
well within his means. He pointed out that the appointee lived 
very modestly when he was married to his first wife, and his 
second wife had independent money of her own. After they were 
married the appointee's lifestyle elevated somewhat. He never 
saw the appointee in any type of financial distress, but, felt 
that he always lived within his income. 

He described the appointee's character and reputation 
as being excellent, and stated that he is highly regarded by 
everyone who knows him, with the exception of his wife, LILLA.. 
His associates are fine people who are mostly the leading 
political individuals in the United States today. He also said 
that the appointee's loyalty to the United States Government is 
unquestioned, and stated, "If I had to pick one man to stand 
between me and the Soviet government it would be JOHN TOWER . He 
also stated, "If I were President and had the opportunity to pick 
the next Secretary of Defense, I would pick JOHN TOWER. If I had 
been elected President in '80, I would have picked him." 

He is not aware of any prescription drug abuse, or 
illegal drug usage on the part of the appointee. He stated that 
he has known the appointee to drink heavily at times, but the 
appointee came from an area where heavy drinking was in vogue. 
He never saw the appointee drink to excess where his judgment was 
impaired, and stated, "To accuse JOHN of having an alcohol 
problem is ludicrous." 

He said the appointee has not been a celibate monk, but 
he knows of nothing concerning the sexual allegations concerning 
the appointee that would cause the appointee to be embarrassed or 
coerced should he be appointed to a high position in the 
Government. He is not aware of the appointee's membership in any 
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organization, and stated that he does not know of the appointee 
having any bias or prejudice against any individual or group 
based upon sex, race, color, religion, national origin, handicap, 
or age. 

He knows of nothing improper concerning the appointee 
with respect to national security or as a Senator. He is quite 
certain— there_hav.e„bjeen_ ^ "shady dealings" with any foreign 
agent or foreign goVemmeht; and"he"has~no?^knowledq e conce rning 
any questionable campaign contributions or illegal contributions 
that the appointee has received, and he would not believe any 
allegations if he heard that. He feels sure that the appointee 
would have had excellent legal advice in connection with 
disposing of any campaign funds left over when he left the 
Senate. He said, "JOHN is an honest man, and I think that should 
be the controlling observation." 

He knows of nothing that would have an unfavorable 
bearing on the appointee's suitability for Federal employment 
and/or access to classified information, and recommended him most 
highly for any position for which he might be considered. 
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
